NEWS OF THE WEEK 

3 React 



AaouT fifty persona were seriously injur- 
ed by the falling of the seats at a circus 
performance at Mount Airy, N. C. 

Thb -steamer Asia, with one hundred 
aouls on board, foundered on Lake Huron 
on the 14th inst, and only two persons 
have survived to tell the story— D. A. 
Tfrikis and Christy Ann Morrison. Tinkis 
«ays: " The steamer was crowded. All the 
state-rooms were full, and many passengers 
were lying on the sofas and cabin floor. 
About 11 o'clock Thursday morning the 
storm struck the vessel. My uncle. J. P. 
Tinkis, jumped up and said the b it was 
doomed. Dishes and chairs were flying 
ia every direction. We left the cabin 
and found difficulty in getting on deck, 
the boat was rolling so heavily. I got a 
life-preserver and put it on. The boat fell 
into the trough of the sea and would not 
obey her helm. She rolled heavily for 
about twenty minntes, when she was 
Struck by heavy seas, foundered and went 
down, with the engines working, about 
half past eleven. The Asia was 
making for the French River.andhad men, 
horses, and lumbermen's supplies for the 
shanties. I saw three boats loaded. I was 
in the first boat. About eight were with 
me. At first more got in till the boat was 
overloaded and turned over twice. 
People were clinging to my life-preserver, 
which gotdisplaced, and I threw it off. I 
then left the boat and swam to the Cap- 
tain's boat, which was near by, and asked 
John McDoueall, the purser, to help me 
in. He said it was but little use, but gave 
me his hand. When I got in there were 
eighteen in the boat. By that time there 
was a larger number in and clinging to the 
boat I had left. I know nothing of the 
third boat. Our boat rolled over, and I 
missed McDougall. People were hanging 
on to the spars and other parts of the 
wreckage. Our boat was full of water, and 
the sea was constantly breaking over us. 
One of the first to die on the boat was a 
cabin boy. He was dying and being sup- 
ported by one of the men when a wave 
washed him overboard. The nextto go was 
a boat-hand, who jumped out. I could see 
him paddling round in the water for 
nearly a hundred yards. Our number was 
now reduced to seven, five of whom died 
before reaching the beach. Capt. Savage 
was the last to die in my arms, about mid- 
night Thursday. John Little, of Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mate McDonald, and two 
others, names unknown, also died. The 
boat finally stranded near Point au Barrie, 
about daylight Friday, with Miss Morri- 
son and myself only surviving. I put the 
bodies out on the beach and pried the boat 
off with an oar, but did not bail it out.

EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 

Alexandria, September 17.— When th< 
two trains which went to Kafr-el-Dwar 
yesterday afternoon to bring here the pris- 
oners of war reached that place, all the 
soldiers had disappeared, with the excep- 
tion of a small body left to guard the arms 
and accoutrements. The Bedouins left 
two hours before the arrival of the British 
troops, taking their arms and ammun' 
With them. The following decree 
posed at the Council of Ministers, has 
aigned by the Khedive: 

"Article 104. The Egyptian army is dis- 
solved. 

"Article 204. Officers giilty of rebellion 
will be prosecuted and punished according 
to military law." 

Constantinople, September 17.— Lord 
Dufferin to-day informed the Porte that 
the military operations of the British in 
Egypt had ceased, and England was about 
to withdraw a portion of her troops. He 
left it to the Sultan t6 decide whether it 
was now necessary to sign the Anglo-Turk- 
ish military convention.

More interesting still, and even grand, 
are the famous sand banks near Welling- 
ton Bay, on Lake Ontario. They are 
reached by a beautiful drive of ten miles 
from picton. Apart from the sand banks 
the locality is such as should make it one 
of 'he favorite summer resoite on Lake 
Ontario. The lake shore near the sand 
banks is indented with a succession of 
rock-pa ved bays, whose gradually shoal- 
ing margins afford rare bathing grounds, 
East and West Lakes, each five miles 
long, and the latter dotted with islands, 
are separated from Lake Ontario by nar- 
row strips of beach. Over the two mile 
wide isthmus separating the little lakes, 
the sand banks, whose glistening heights 
are visible miles away, are approached. 
On near approach they are hidden by 
cedar woods, till the roadway in front is 
barred by the advancing bank, to avoid 
which a roadway through the woods has 
been constructed up to the eastern end 
of the sand range. The sand banks stretch 
a crescent along the shore, the 

ave side turned to the laie, along 

which it leaves a pebbly beach. The 
length of the crescent is over two miles, 
the w idth 600 to 3,000 or. 4,000 feet. If 
the distant view, or the steep, white 
front of the banks advancing and over- 
whelming the cedar wood, and the grain- 
fields, is grand, the view from the top of 
the range is doubly so; it rivals Niag- 

Clambe.ing up the steep end of the 
range among trees and grape-vines, the 
wooded summit is gained at an eleva- 
tion of nearly 150 feet. Passing along 
the top, the woods soon disappear, and 
we emerge on a wild waste of deli- 
cately-tinted saffron, rising from the 
slate-colored beach in gentle undula- 
tion, and sleepily faffing on the other 
•side down to green pastures and into the 
cedar woods. The whole surface of this 
gradually undulating mountain desert is 
ribbed by little wavelets a few inches 
apart, but the general aspect is one of 
perfect smoothness. The sand is almost 
as fine as flour, and contains no admix- 
ture of dust. The foot sinks only an 
inch or two in walking over it; children 
roll about on it and down its slopes, and 
rising shake themselves till their clothing 
loses every trace of sand. Occasionally 
gusts stream over the wild waste, raising 
a dense drift to a height of a foot or two 
only, and streaming like a fringe over 
the steep northern edge. Though the 
II is blazing down on the glistening 
lderness, there is little sensation of heat, 
for the cool lake breeze is ever blowing. 
On the landward side the insidious ap- 
proach of the devouring sand is well 
marked. One hundred and fifty feet 
below the foot of this moving mountain 
is sharply defined against the vivid green 
of the pastures, on which the grass grows 
luxuriantly to within an inch of the 
sandwall. The ferns of the cedar woods 
almost drop against the sandy slope. The 
roots of the trees are bare along the white 
edge; a foot or two nearer and the sand 
buries the feet of the cedars; a few yards 
learer still the bare trunks disappear; 
till nearer only the withered topmost 
wigs of the submerged forest are seen, 
nd then, far over the tree-tops, stands 
the sand range. Perpetual ice is found 
under the foot of this steep slope, the 
sand covering and consolidating the 
——8 drifted over the hill during the 
er months. There is something 
awe-inspiring in the slow, quiet, but 
resistless advance of the mountain front. 
Field and forest alike become completely 
submerged. Ten years ago a farm house 
was swallowed up, not to emerge into the 
light until the huge sand wavehaspassed 
over.— Picton Cor. Toronto Globe. 



The Senses of Ants. 

In his recent work on ants, bees and 
wasps, Sir John Lubbock gives the result 
of some highly interesting experiments 
with ants, from which he deduces some 
remarkable facts in regard to the exercise 
of their semes. 

So far as the sense of vision of these 
insects is concerned there is still much 
that is enigmatical, yet the investigations 
by this scientist seem to solve certain 
questions in relation to their vision. Ac- 
cording to this scientist, ants have, or 
some of them have, two sets of eyes; one 
set consisting of two large compound 
eyes, one on each side of the head. The 
other set is situated on the summit of the 
head. These latter, called ocelli, are 
three in number. It is believed that the 
image produced by the ocelli must be 
altogether different from the picture 
given by the compound eyes. The 



consist of a number of facets, each sit 
ted at the summit of a tube, to the base 
of which runs a fibre of the optic nerve. 
There are two distinct theories as to the 
mode of vision of the compound eyes. 
One theory is that each facet takes in 
only a small portion of the field, while 
the other is that each facet acts 
as a sepa/ate eye. The first theory is the 
one more generally accepted. The ex-

The sense of hearing in ants is almost 
entirely absent. It is maintained by 
•ome authorities that they have the 
power of hearing in a slight degree but 
the experiments of Sir John Lubbock 
indicate almost conclusively that they 
are deaf to the sounds distinguishable to 
the human ear. It has been supposed by 
some authorsthat ants have the power of 
communicating with each other by sound 
at some distance apart, but by a series of 
interesting and conclusive experiments 
Lubbock found that this supposition 
lacked foundation, and that in fact they 
possess no such power. 

As to the sense of smell, Lubbock has 
proven beyond a doubt that it is pos- 
sessed by these insects. To make his ex- 
periments on this point conclusive, overa 
paper across which ants were passing, 
and at such a distance as glniost out not 
quite to touch any ant which passed un- 
der it, he suspended a camel's hair brash 
dipped in assafcetida, peppermint water 
and other scents. In this experiment the 
results were quite marked, and left no 
doubt as to their power of smell. 

The author gives in detail the many 
experiments made in ascertaining these 
results, and the experiments were marvels 
of ingenuity.— Iowa State Register.

French Madhouses and Their Victims. 

The bc-iiwition of the houT in Paris isth/ 
case of Jean Mistral, who has been forty- 
two years in the private lunatic asylum 
of St. Remy, in Provence. He was, it is 
now admitted all round, of sound mind 
when his father, on a doctor's certificate 
and in virtue of the law of 1838, locked 
him up there. His reason for incarcer- 
ating his sou was to prevent his remarry- 
ing a Polish lady whom, in good faith he 
had married abroad. The marriage cer- 
emony, on the petition of the elder Mis- 
tral, had been set aside by a French tri- 
bunal because there had been insufficient 
publication, and other formalities pre- 
scribed by the code had not been ob- 
served. Old Mistral was a very wealthy 
manufacturer of jet and beads. He 
wanted his only son to heap fortune upon 
fortune in marrying the heiress of a Mar- 
seilles shipowner. The Polish lady was 
very beautiful, of honorable life, but 
poor, and she had been obliged to turn 
an enthralling voice to mercantile ac- 
count by -inking in theatres and at con- 
certs. Jean .Mistral was taking steps to 
marry her according to French law, when 
his father one day ran againsthim in the 
high street of Tarascon in the year 1840, 
and cried out to a couple of policemen 
who were with him to arrest the madman. 

The son made a desperate fight for his 
liberty, and soldiers were called in. He 
was subjugated, and sent off manacled 
to an asylum near Montpellier, where he 
still is. The fact that he resisted la force 
publique was taken as confirmation of the 
doctor's lettre de cachet or certificate, and 
he was treated for raging lunacy. Old 
Mistral died soon after. The fortune 
that he made in glass trinkets went 
equally to the captive at Montpellier and 
to his sister Mme. Barnard. As it was a 
great one, the Barnards kept the alleged 
madman in durance. His wife (the 
Polish woman, who in law was no wife) 
died when he had been a score of years 
locked up. Her daughter, after an in- 
terval of six monthe, followed her to the 
grave. Old Mistral had caused the 
former to be expelled from France on 
the ground that she was a bad character, 
was disturbing the peace of a respectable 
and rich family, and had no visible means 
of existence. Technically she was a 
vagabond, as she was reduced to go from 
one small town to another to sing in 
cafes. Soon after she was turned out of 
France she gave birth to a daughter in 
Switzerland. Mother and child died in

Ca/e of Cellars. 

Of such importance are cellars, tuat 
the loss which occurs in them yearly 
may be reckoned by millions. Compara- 
tively few housekeepers know how to 
manage a cellar. It is not cnongh to 
keep it clean and orderly. The great 
lack is in not knowing how to control 
the temperature. The cooler it is in 
summer, the better, and the cooler in 
winter also, short of frost. The next 
thing to be sought is the uniformity of 
temperature, not merely to avoid great 
varmtli or frost, but the effect from ■ 
;hange of temperature, which so few un- 
derstand. How many cellars do we find 
uniformly cool throughout the 
? The rvason is, air is allowed ' 
freely to enter, and the warmer the 
weather the more air is invited, keeping 
up the putrefaction, and making the cel- 
lar thF foul, disease-engendering place 
it it 

There is a simple remedy — merely 
keep the windows open by night when 
is cool, and closed by day when 
This last is not so important u 
no wind, as the cold air in the 
being heavier than warm air, 
maintains its place, and can only be re- 
moved bv a current. But the safe way 
is to close in the ' morning. Thk will 
keep in the cool, fresh air during the day, 
t little raised in temperature, just suffi- 
cient lor the cooler outside air of the suc- 
ceeding night to remove and replace with, 
fresh. As the cellar is not inhabited, 
the usual carbonic acid gas from respira- 
tion is not present; and if the material 
to bo kept is fresh and sound when ad- 
mitted, little danger from this source 
nctd be apprehended in a reasonable 
time. Thus the cellar, properly managed, 
becomes a sort of refrigerator that you, 
■:an trust and feel safe aboute-at times, 
•hen the nigrta are warm, for days,' 
ithout the' admission of rresb 
ir; and this is sometime* re-; 
quired; when exceptionally warm 
weather occurs— hot during the day and 
warm at night, with sometimes consider- 
able wind. If now the windows are kept 
open, a few days will so warm the cellar 
that it is all but impossible to restore it 
to its former cool condition. 

The must successful way is to begin 
adjusting the window early in the season, 
when the weather becomes mild, and al- 
low no change of temperature to get the 
better of you. Keep as cold as possible, 
without touching frost. A double foun- 
dation wall of the dwelling, with space 
between for dead air, is a help in keep- 
ing out heat and frost, and avoids the 
necessity of banking the house. So are 
double sashes instead of single glass in 
the windows, forming a dead air cham- 
ber. Of course the windows are to be 
well fitted in, so as to exclude the air. 
If there is an outside door, treat it simi- 
larly, and use it as little as possible dur- 
ing the heat of the day, especially if 
there is air stirring. The warmth that 
comes through the floor of the rooms 
above has but little effect, as the air be- 
low, remains where it enters, and is the 
first to pass out with the opening of the 
windows in the evening. 

In such a cellar decay makes slow pro- 
gress, so that with the renewal of fresh 
air no apartment in the dwelling haa 
purer air. Things are kept sweet and 
wholesome, and the great loss from spoil- 
ing is avoided. The cost to secure thia 
is but a trifle. There are numerous cel- 
lars that, with a little outlay, can be> 
made not only secure and profitable, bn» 
healthy. Any time is a good time to do 
it — early in spring the best, as then the 
cellar can be thoroughly cooled and koptso. 
But it pays to do it now. Securing the 
windows alone, if no other open placea 
exist, will do much. The cost will be

Earthworks and Iron-Clad*.

the elongated shells had a far greater ef- 
fect on masonry than the round projec- 
tiles of the old smooth-bore. The rifled 
guns of the Federals were very bad in 
the American civil war, but they were 
enough for masonry defenses, and in the 
Danish campaign "of 1SC.4. and in the 
great wars which followed, we find hard- 
ly anything done by gun- against earth- 
works. The Italian ih-ct bombarded the 
defends of the Island of Lissa before the 
sea fight of that name, and were driven 
off by the forts; but again in this case 
.the few rifled guns possessed by the ships 
were of what would now be comadi red 
very inferior quality, and the batteries 
were on heights. Even in experimental 
practice at Shoeburyness and elsewhere, 
every target of masonry, or even iron, 
that could be erected was quickly dis- 
posed of by the guns, yet no one ever 
thought cf destroying the butt which iB 
used at Woolwich for the proof of guns. 
In fact, all artillery firing, greator small, 
experimental or in actual war, has told 
the same tale — the inferiority of mason- 
ry to earthworks as a means of defense. 

The masonry forts of Paris were 
breached and set on fire by the German 
guns, while the earthen German batteries 
suffered or escaped just in proportion as 
they were built with ordinary well-shaped I i s u \ Tm 
parapets, or consisted of guns sunk in the I forthe 
elopes of mounds of earth. The works of y u ? 
Plevna were fortified hill tops and sides; . 
only earth and wood were employed in ! u Z ht " 
their formation ; yet they resisted the fire 
of many guns for a long time, and re- 
mained serviceable to the last. There is 
nothing really new in the information 
telegraphed to us by our correspondent 
that the earthworks of Alexandria re- 
sisted better than the masonry; but one 
more argument is added to the many 
which already exist on the subject. It 
may be that there must be some masonry 
in the works of the great fortresses; but 
it is now plainer than ever that it should 
be got rid of as much as possible, and so 
arranged that in time of war it can be 
protected with earth. 

Is an iron-clad fleet likely to have the 
bestofitinan engagement with works 
on the shore, or is it not? On this point 
we can only say that nothing that has 
occurred at Alexandria has given the 
occasion to alter the opinion which most 
scientific officers have formed. Of course, 
you may have iron-clads so weak and 
forts so strong (or the reverse) as to give 
no opportunity for fair comparison, and 
this, to some extent, is what occurred at 
Alexandria. The Egyptian gunners
